The proposed construction will enable Clark Energy to continue to provide
adequate and dependable electric service to its customers. The system improvements
recommended in this Work Plan will not duplicate existing facilities and are needed to
correct voltage programs, improve phase balance, and provide for improved service
reliability.

Based on the application, the supporting 2006-2010 Work Plan, and being
otherwise sufficiently advised, the Commission finds that the proposed improvements
and additions to be constructed by Clark Energy are necessary to provide adequate,
reliable, electric service to existing customers and anticipated new customers.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that Clark Energy is granted a Certificate of
Public Convenience and Necessity to construct the facilities described in its 2006-2010
Work Plan.
